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Introduction 



About the Portsmith Modem Charging Cradle 

The Portsmith Modem Charging Cradle enables a telephone connection to a host 
computer. Handheld users can access and transfer critical information as easily as making 
a phone call. This user guide provides an overview of setting up and using the Modem 
Charging Cradle. 



Minimum Requirements 

The following minimum requirements must be met for the network, handheld, and 
desktop computer: 

• Palm ml25/130/500/505/515 or i705 Series handheld 

• The AC power adaptor for Portsmith Modem Charging Cradle 

• Portsmith Modem Charging Cradle 

• A desktop computer with a modem (V.34 minimum) and HotSync Manager® 
configured to synchronize via the modem connection. 



Unpacking the Product 

The Modem Charging Cradle box contains the following items: 

• Modem Charging Cradle 

The Modem Charging Cradle is designed specifically for a Palm product. It 
has a custom designed mechanical interface to accommodate the handheld 
in the front. At the rear are three connections. One is the power jack, 
which is compatible with the provided AC adaptor. The other two 
connections are phone jacks. "Line In" is provided to bring the phone 
connection from the wall (or telephone company) line into the device. 
"Line Out" is provided to pass the signal through the device to a phone or 
other device that shares the line. Please note that only one device may use 
the line at a time. 

• Power adapter 

The AC power adaptor provided with the unit is designed specifically for 
the Portsmith Modem Charging Cradle. It uses standard household outlet 
voltage (120 VAC) and coverts it to the voltage needed to power the cradle. 
This adaptor is not intended for any application other than the Portsmith 
Modem Charging Cradle. Using an adaptor other than the one provided to 
power the cradle may damage the unit and will void the warranty.

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Chapter 1 

Preparing to Use the Modem Charging Cradle 
Installation Overview 

Before using the Modem Charging Cradle, the hardware and software must be properly 
configured. Below is a summary of the steps required for proper configuration. This 
chapter provides details about each step listed below. 

• Plug in the power cord and connect the Modem Charging Cradle to a phone line. 

• Configure HotSync Manager to communicate via the Modem Charging 
Cradle. 

Preparing the Modem Charging Cradle for 
Use 

Plug the AC adapter (provided) into a wall outlet. Plug the barrel connector end of the 
power cord into the power jack on the back of the Modem Charging Cradle. 

The Modem Charging Cradle is designed for use on standard analog phone lines 
(sometimes called POTS lines). Digital lines such as those used in PBX systems are not 
compatible with the Modem Charging Cradle. Using the phone cord provided, plug one 
end into an RJ1 1 receptacle and the other into the "line-in" plug on the back of the 
Modem Charging Cradle. 

Configuring the Handheld Version of HotSync 
for Use with the Modem Charging Cradle 

For complete information on using HotSync with a modem, please refer to the Palm device user manual or software 
documentation. 

HotSync is pre-installed on handhelds compatible with the Modem Charging Cradle. It 
must be configured to work with the Modem Charging Cradle. 

To configure HotSync to work with the Modem Charging Cradle: 

• Open the HotSync application from main Palm menu. 

• Click the Menu icon or "HotSync" in the upper left hand corner of the screen to 
open the menu. 

• Click "Options" to display the menu and select "Modem Sync Prefs." 

• Ensure "Direct to Modem" option is selected, if not, then select it by clicking on 
it and exit the menu. 

• In the drop down under the HotSync button, select "Serial to Modem." 

• Click on "Enter phone #" and enter the appropriate phone number and specify 
dialing options. 

• Insert the PDA in the cradle and either hit the HotSync button on the cradle or 
initiate a HotSync from the screen. 
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Chapter 2 



Install & Configure HotSync Desktop 
Synchronization Software 

Before the Modem Charging Cradle can be used to perform a HotSync via the phone line 
the HotSync software must be installed and/or configured on both the desktop computer 
and the handheld. 



Tips to configure network desktop synchronization: 

1 . Follow the HotSync installation instructions to install the software on the desktop 
computer. 

2. Make sure the synchronization software is set up for use with a modem. 

3. Make sure the appropriate user name is selected in the synchronization software. 

4. Some desktop synchronization packages (Such as HotSync® and ActiveSync®) 
require the user to place the handheld in a cradle attached to the local PC and 
press the synchronization button. This operation records network information 
about the desktop computer on the handheld. With this information, the handheld 
can be recognized by the computer when a synchronization operation is 
performed using the modem.. 

NOTE: To perform any synchronization with the desktop computer using the Modem 
Charging Cradle, the desktop computer must be on, the desktop synchronization software 
must be running, and the software must be set up for use with a modem.

Glossary of Terms 

Desktop Computer: A PC or Laptop where information resides that you perform a HotSync with 
using a USB or serial cradle. 

Modem: A device for transmitting usually digital data over telephone wires by modulating the data 
into an audio signal to send it and demodulating an audio signal into data to receive it. 

Handheld: A handheld computing device, specifically Palm ml25/130/500/505/515 or i705 Series 
handheld.
